WITH THE 
BRITISH ARMY ON 


THE CASIBRAI-ST. QUENT1N FKOXT, 
Wednesday, Oct. 9 (By the Associated 
Eress).~--By last nislu the British and 
Americans had reached a point where 
It was certain that the German lines, 
with probably one hard blow, could lit 
cracked. As a matter of fact, cavalry 
might have gone through the Gorman 
lines last night in considerable num- 
bers. Only patrols were sent out, how- 
ever while the main bodies were held 
jusi back of the line. 


After a night of heavy firing from 


tne British s"us. during which the sky 
seemed to blaze with Hashes, the third 
and fourth armies again attacked this 
morning from Cnmnrai south to the 
front held by the French. At the same 


...time, Canadian anJ English troops, 


after a "crash" barrage, launched i. 
Powerful attack extending some miles 
north from Cambrai. 
Canadians Annihilate Huns 


?or miles the front suddenly sprilns 


..Into action. Tho Canadians had hard 


going at one place just north of Cam- 
brai. but with great gallantry swept on 
after annihilating the Germans who 
tried to bar their way. From there on. 
the resistance weakened and the Can.i- 
dians, with the English, hurried east- 
ward, smothering the usual screen of 
German machine gunners as they went. 


Canadian and British troops met in 


,. the centre of Cambrai which was en- 
" tered from both north and south and 


quickly mopped up. 
Many Germans 


had, escaped but many hundreds, who 
had been held there to launch a coun- 
ter attack were either killed or cap- 
tured. Some ot the enemy troops were 
still in deep cellars two stories under- 
ground and in the tunnels the Germans 
dug during their occupation of the 
city. 
These were routed out and sent 


back to the cages, 
Town Not Badly Damaged 


Although many fires were started by 


the Germans the town was found not 
to be as badly damaged as had been 
feared. The solid buildings withstood 
the names well. It was quite evident, 
however, that it was no fault of the 
Germans that the city had 
levelled to the ground by 
fires they had kindled. 


South of the city, the third and 


fourth armies rapidly overcame enemj 
opposition. The Germans started nee- 
ing soon after the attack began, for 
they realized they were fighting a bat-

.success. ' The front line for 20 miles 
'began moving rapidly eastward. Then 
came reports 
from airplanes, witb 


which the sky was literally crowded, 
that Wambalx had been taken. Soon 
the capture of Harcourt was reportel. 
From then on tidings came in rapid 
succession of villages falling 
before 


the allied advance.

passed and soon the allies were clos- 
ing in on Caudry and Bertry. At the

jnportnnt Hallway Cut 


The Cambral-Le Cateau road was 


crossed and then the railway between 
St. Qnentln and Bertry was cut. Se- 
joncourt was then in sight and Fon- 
aine, Notre Dame, farther south, had 
been reached by the French. By that 
.ime it was clear the enemy was bad- 
y smashed and that" the British and 
Vmericans stood on the threshold of 
he wide open country. 
It was about that time that the cav- 


alry, which had been waiting, poured 
through the 'wide breach in the now 
shattered 
Hindenburg 
system 
and 


treamed out into the country beyond. 
Fast "whippet" tanks 
and 
armored 


cars also crashed forward and came 
nto action. They performed valuable 
service in pursuing the fleeing Ger- 
mans, killing many and rounding np a 
large 
number 
of 
prisoners. 
They 


smashed down strong points held by 
rear guards who had been waiting for 
the cavalry, knowing that it had come 
through the line. 


Grt-nt Retreat Expected 


Cavalry forces are now apparently 


well east of the towns reported cap- 
tured. 
The allies having thus broke 


through, the Germans north and south 
for many . miles are endangered for 
their lines are being turned. Retreats 
on even a broader scale than now ?n 
progress, may, therefore, he expected. 


Officers directing the attack 
were 


distinctly satisfied as the news came 
back in reports from airplanes and by 
rumors, but finally one came back that 
showed better than anything else ho\v 
completely the enemy had been defeai- 
ed. This was a.report from an air pa- 
trol that British infantry had been 
seen marching as if on parade in a 
column of fours into and through the 
town of Bertry. The men were swing- 
ing along entirely unmolested by the 
enemy. 


Germans Flee In Disorder 


Another patrol brought word of tha 


Germans fleeing in the greatest dis- 
order as far east as.Lo Cateau. En- 
emy troops and transports, it 
was 


said, were streaming along the roads 
and over the fields trying to make 
their escape for with the British cav- 
alry galloping over the country and 
with the "whippet" tanks and armored 
cars working, they realized that it was 
extremely dangerous for them to tarry 
anywhere.

10,000 yards from the place where they 
started is a thing that has not hap- 
pened in this war for a long time.

man and Austrian prison camps must 
be received by the American Bed Cross 
before Oct. 15.:—Only one package will 
be sent to each prisoner, it was an- 
nounced yesterday and preference 'ivill 
be siven to the package prepared by 
the prisoner's family.

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' NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—Major league 
baseball magnates face a knotty profo- 
lem at the coming annual 
meetings 


when they will be .called upon to de- 
cide the status of the player at pres- 
ent under contract or reserve. 
Very 


few of the club owners hold the opin- 
ion, apparently, that It will be possi- 
ble to resume league operations next 
spring. 
Tf such proves to be the case 


and there are few indications to the 
contrary, it would appear that the, ml- 
jorlty of players who ngured in the 
1918 pennant races will not 
receive 


contracts during the early months of 
next year. 


According to the present system it Is 


mandatory upon the clubs to renew 
their' options or reserve clause upon 
players not later than Jan. 1 each year 
and to follow this action by mailing 
contracts to the players not later thnn 
Feb. 1. It is extremely doubtful if this 
procedure will be 
followed in 1919. 


Under the ordinary ruling a 
player 


who did not receive his contract by 
March 1 would become a free agent 
and upon the resumption -of big leagu 
baseball would be iii a position to sel 
his services to. the highest bidder. 


It is understood, however, that the 


magnates will hold that the business of 
baseball was suspended under instruc- 
tions from the government and th.«. 
since the right to operate was beyond 
their control, all contracts and othe 
legal phases are suspended automati 
cally.

contract of the player carries over, un 
"til such time as the government_?;ve:

PARIS, Oct. 
10. — Reoe Viviani, 


former premier, writing on President 
Wilson's reply to Prince Maximilian 
in- the Petit Journal says:

come too soon it would have permitted 
the Germans to say that it was not 
born to wise meditation. Had it been 
sent too late, it might have given them 
the impression that the entente nations 
were divided and had to come to an 
agreement.

SOLDIERS ABROAD 


One parcel will be ncocpted by the War Department through'the 


Ked Gross for each soldier overseas. 


Each soldier will be provided with one Christmas parcel label. 


This label will be forwarded by him to the person in the United States 
from whom lie wishes to receive his Christmas package. 
Packages 


that do not bear, ihi^^bel will not be accepted by the Red Cross for 
delivery to the postSffice authorities. Labels that are lost Trill not 
be duplicated. 


Christinas' parcels must be 'placed in cardboard boxes, 3 by 4 


by 9 inches in size. 
These boxes will be provided to holders of 


labels, by the American Red Cross. 
They may be, obtained at Red 


Cross chapters or branches after November* 1st. 


With each box will be given complete instruction regarding the 


articles which may be sent, and a list of articles which are barred 
by the postal authorities. 
Study these instructions and avoid mis- 


takes. 
No message or written material of any kind will be allowed 


to go in the boxes. When the boxes are packed, but unwrapped, they 
must not • weigh more than 2 pounds, 15 ounces. 
If the parcel is 


overweight, some article must be removed. 


Do not put perishable food, .soft .candy, liquids, or anything in 


glass containers in the package it' you wish it to reach its destination 
with the other contents unspoiled.

Do not mail the box yourself. 
When packed, the box should be 


taken to the nearest collection station designated by the lied Cross, 
unsealed, and unwrapped, ready for inspection. 
Red Cross repre- 


sentatives are authorized to remove objectionable articles from 
parcels. 
Shippers will then affix sufficient postage on iheir parcels 


to Carry them to Hoboken, N. J. 
Parcel post zone rates will be 


charged.

GOING TO PIECES 


Germany's Army Disintegrat- 


ing Under Terrific 
Cam- 


paign of Foch 
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Allies on Eve of 
General 


Attack to Surround JHuns- 
on a Great Scale 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
lO.—Ger- 


many's plea for armistice is found- 
ed, both American and allied mili- 
tary officials here believe, upon recog- 
nition in Berlin of the fact that the 
German army organization in France 
is slowly disintegrating under the ter- 
rific campaign of Marshal Foch. 
These officers regard the move of 
the Gorman chancellor as a desperate 
eleventh hour attempt to escape seri- 
ous military disaster and they would 
not be surprised if President Wilson's 
condition that there can be no talk 
of an armistice except when coupled 
with agreement to withdraw immedi- 
ately from all invaded territory were 
promptly accepted. 


The answer to such a move, it was 


suggested yesterday, 
would 
be 
to 
leave to ]\larshal Foch the dictation 
of the terms of the armistice, should 
the situation ever reach that stage, 
as the supreme commander can be 
trusted to see that no military ad- 
vantage to the enemy resulted. 


In the meantime Marshal Foch, hpur 


by hour, is surrounding the German 
forces with new perils as his stra- 
tegic conceptions are developed. 


Evidence of the waning power of 


the German forces in France was 
plainly seen by observers here in the 
sweep forward of the Anglo-American 
forces north of St. Quentin. 
There 
is every evidence that the enemy's 
complex organization is breaking un- 
der the strain for absolute lack of 
men and war equipment to meet the 
combined allied assault. 


^Between Verdun and the sea two 
salients are developing, Lhe Jirst along

north from Cambrai.

ward, binothering the usual screen of 
German machine gunners as they went. 


Canadian and British troops met in 


the centre of Cambrai which was en- 
tered from both north and south 
and 


(ruickly mopped up. 
Many Germans 


had escaped but many hundreds who 
had been held there to launch a coun- 
ter attack were either killed or cap- 
tured. Some of the enemy troops were 
still in deep cellars two-stories under- 
ground and in the tunnels the Germans 
dug: during their 
occupation 
of

city. These were routed out and sent 
back to the cages, 


Town Not Badly Damaged 


Although many fires were started by 


the Germans the town was found not 
ro be as badly damaged as had 
been 


feared.

By thai 
time it was clear the enemy was bati- 
ly smashed and that the British and 
Americana stood on the threshold of 
the wide open country.

Tewksbury's Grippe Situation

Nichols, 
director of the hospital, is assisted 
only by Drs. William T. Hanson, Al- 
fred J. Roach, Sherman Perry and 
Willard L. Quinnell, as senior assist- 
ants," Dr. Edward O'Donoghue, path- 
ologist and Dr. Gervais and Dr. Anna 
Barker, the latter two being women 
doctors and valued members of the 
hospital staff. 
Dr. Quinnell finishes 


his work at the hospital the latter 
part of this week and immediately en- 
ters the army medical corps. 


The nurses and physicians at the 


hospital arc justifiably pleased over 
the influenza record of the hospital 
so far because, during the three weeks 
the epidemic has been raging, of ISS 
influenza and pneumonia cuses 
re- 


ceived, there have been only IS deaths, 
a scant 10 per cent. 
Of this number. 


1S6, 
57 cases are now convalescent and 


well on the road to recovery. 


The hospital doctors say that If the 


pressure were sufficiently great, at the 
present time they could accommodala 
100 more influenza cases, that number 
of beds being available, it being un- 
derstood, however, that the hospital 
would have to try to care for these ad- 
ditional cases the best it could with a 
sadly depleted corps of doctors and 
nurses. 


There are about YnS insane, persons 


at the Tewksbury hospital and of this 
number, there has been only one in- 
fluenza case, that of an imbecile who 
worked in the kitchen department and 
who died of the disease.

HOW TO PREPARE CHRISTMAS PACKAGES FOR AMERICAN 


SOLDIERS 
ABROAD 


One parcel will he accepted by the War Department through the 


Red Gross for each soldier overseas. 


Bach soldier -will be provided with one Christmas parcel label 


This label will be forwarded by him to the pprson in the United States 
from whom he wishes to receive his Christmas package. Packages 
that do not bear this label, will not be accepted by the Red Cross for 
delivery to the post office authorities. Labels that are lost Trill'not 
be duplicated. 


Christmas parcels must be placed-in cardboard boxes, 3. by 4 


by n inches iu size. 
These boxes will be provided to holders of 


labels, by the American Red Cross. 
They may be obtained at Bed 


Cross chapters or branches after November 1st. 


With each bos will be given complete instroction regarding the 


articles which may be sent, and a list of articles which are barred 
by the postal authorities. 
Study these instructions and avoid mis- 


takes. ' No message or written material of any kind will be allowed 
to go in the boxes. When the boxes are packed, but unwrapped, they 
must not weigh more than 2 'pounds, 15 ounces. If the parcel is 
overweight, some article must be removed. 


Do not put perishable food, soft candy, liquids,, or anything in 


glass containers in the package if you wish it to reach its destination 
with the other contents unspoiled. 


Do not mall the bos yourself.' When packed, the box should be 


taken to the nearest collection station.designated by.the Red Cross, 
unsealed, and unwrapped, ready for inspection. . Red. Cross repre- 
sentatives are authorized to remove objectionable articles from 
parcels. Shippers will then affix sufficient postage on their parcels 
to. carry them to Hoboken, N. J. 
Parcel post zone rates will be 


charged. 
The parcels are to remain in ens'tody of the Red Cross 


until delivered to the postal authorities. 


No Christmas parcel will be accepted, by the.Red Cross for ship- 


ment after November 20. Keep this fact in;mind :\yhen planning a 
Merry Christmas for the boys '.'Over There."
